The outcome in the race for Congress in the thirteenth dis­ 
trict is in doubt, with the indications pointing to Judge Charles P. 
Spencer of Montague as leader, though late returns may put Lu­ 
cian W. Parrish of H enrietta in the lead. This is claimed by Par­ 
rish headquarters. 


Spencer headquarters claim a plurality of 2,000. 


Reports on the Congressional race were slow coming in, but :

The H enrietta man received more votes in W ilbarger than 
both of his opponents, and his friends predict a good lead in Wichi­ 
ta county. He carried Clay, his home county, by about I,-‘IOO. 
Latest reports received by The Record give Spencer a lead 
of between 1,000 and 1,500 in Hie district. 
Edgar P. Haney of W ichita Falls failed to lead in any of the 
twelve counties in the district. 
A run-off between Parrish and 
Spencer is certain.

Governor William P. Hobby has won a sweeping victory over his oppon­ 
ent, James E. Ferguson, impeached Governor of Texas. 
The majority on 
early returns was placed at 250,000, but later figures lead to the belief that 
this tremendous majority might be swelled to 300,000, or even 400,000. 
Probably 800,000 votes were cast in the state. On this basis Governor 
Hobby is beating Ferguson by more than two to one. 
About the only cer­ 
tainty in the gubernatorial race is that the Chief Executive has won the great­ 
est victory in the history of Texas politics. 


On basis of early returns the only two counties of which Ferguson was 
sure were Taylor county, of which Abilene is county seat, and Kaufman 
county. Northwest Texas piled up majorities averaging perhaps six to one 
for the present governor. 


Down the Wichita Valley James E. Ferguson found that many former 
friends had deserted him, and the landslide continued through the black land 
counties in North Texas. Early reports from Houston and Galveston said that 
Governor Hobby was rolling up a big majority, 
which later advices in­ 
crease. 


Mr. Ferguson failed to carry a box in Wilbarger county, despite the fact 
that he secured a majority of the votes polled in 1916 and 1914. 
No definite information can be secured regarding the vote for lieutenant 
governor. 
Wilbarger county gave its vote to John M. Henderson of Morris 
county. Hardeman, Childress, and other counties in Northwest Texas, seem 
to have given W. A. johnson of Hall county a substantial plurality. It is im­ 
possible to designate the candidates who will appear in the run off. 
Thomas B. Greenwood of Anderson county received a majority over J. 
D. Harvey of Harris county. No information was available concerning the 
race between these men in South Texas. 


Returns from over the State indicate a probable election of O. S. Latti­ 
more of Tarrant county, in the first primary. His majority in Wilbarger coun­ 
ty was substantial, and seems to have been increased throughout the North 
cf Funr«i j ancj West parts of the State.
